GOP Approves Bill To Increase Teacher Salaries 


MARTIN FAVORS 
MORE PAY; MUST 
PROVIDE FUNDS 


Harrisburg, March ll (AP)—T he 
Republican Legislature majority has 
approved a "cost of living” bill to 
boost Pennsylvania teacher salaries 
by more than $20,000,000 the next 
biennium. 
Governor M artin announced ap ­ 
proval of the increases and said the 
legislation will be introduced in tile 
House 
Monday—-the 
deadline 
for 
presenting other than appropriation 
and revenue-raising measures. 
He said in a press conference th a t 
a special legislative committee esti­ 
m ated the funds needed at more 
than $20,000,000 and disclosed the 
"idea is those in the lower salary 
brackets should get a larger increase 
than those in the higher brackets." 
Some May Get $300 
“The bill to give pay Increases to 
teachers Is the result of nine weeks 
of intensive work.” Rep. D. R ay­ 
mond Sollenberger (R-Blair), chair­ 
m an of Hie House Education com ­ 
mittee, told reporters following ad ­ 
journm ent of tile Legislature until 
Monday. 
Sollenberger 
indicated 
teachers 
receiving about $1,000 a year w-ould 
get an Increase of $300 while those 
receiving 
less 
salary 
would 
get 
larger boosts. 
The representative aW> said the 
Education committee would work 
with the House Ways and Means 
group in deciding upon a plan to 
provide tile funds needed for the In­ 
creases. 
"There 
are 
several 
possibilities 
under consideration,” Sollenberger 
declared. 
Suggested Taxes 
Tile Governor said suggestions to 
provide necessary funds included a 
Hales tax, am usem ent and soft drink 
levies, return to the counties of at 
least ixirtiul support of m ental pa- 
tlents in state hospitals, revision of 
school laws to lower state subsidies 
for transportation of students and 
reduction of state aiel to districts. 
He added it has been proposed 
th a t “local school boards m atch any 
state grants for increasing salaries.” 
Asked if he would approve levying 
of a new tax. M artin replied “if the 
people want it, yes.”
